Alfred Austin Who Has 
Held Honor Since 
1896 Succumbs

Today 


Former Resident 
of 
Crosse Dies in Dakota 
to Be Buried 
Here 


LONDON, June 2.— Alfred Austin, 
i poet laureate of England, died today. 
Alfred Austin was 
created poet 
laureate in 1896, when he was 61 
years old. 
He was 78 years old three 
‘days ago, having been born in Head- 
jingley, Leeds, on May 30, 1835. 
He 
| was educated for the law and upon 
graduating from the London univer­ 
sity in 1853, he became a barrister 
of the Inner temple and practiced law 
for three years. 
When his father, Joseph Austin, 
merchant and magistrate, 
died 
in 
1861, Austin abandoned the law and 
devoted himself to travel and writ­ 
hing. 
He married Miss Hester Homan- 
Mulock in 1865 and lived at Swinford 
Old Manor, Ashford, Kent. 
Among his most notable poems are 
“ Randolph, a Tale of Polish Grief;” 
“Tho Season;” “ Fortunatus, the Pes­ 
simist;” “The Golden Age;” “Inter­ 
ludes;” “ A Tale 
of 
True 
Love;” 
“ Prince Lucifer,” etc. 
He also wrote 
considerable prose.

NEW COURT FOR 
MONROE COUNTY 


SPARTA, WIs., June 2.— The,act 
of the legislature creating a muni­ 
cipal court for Monroe county, has 
been .published in the official state 
paper and is now a law. This means 
that County Judge McCoy will from 
now on have to consider, in addi­ 
tion to his probate matters, all mat­ 
ters that may be brought before him 
which involve a sum of money less 
than $500. This taw, whereby 
the 
county judge of this county is given 
jurisdiction in matters aside 
from 
his probate, work, 
will be 
a very 
popular one with lawyers and is one 
that has been contemplated for some 
time. Justices of the peace of 
the 
county still have jurisdiction of all 
matters involving less 
than 
$200 
and cases majr be brought 
before 
them tile same as before this law 
was passed. But if a motion for a 
change of venue is made before a 
justice of the peace, the case may, 
upon the request of either party, be 
sent to the county court for trial. 
Cases may also be commenced in the 
county court and tried there. 
The 
fees allowed by the law to a justice 
of the peace 
are 
allowed to 
the 
county judge and the law contains 
the provision 
that if 
the 
county 
board wishes, it may fix the salary 
of the county judge and direct that 
all fees he 
paid into 
the 
county 
treasury. It is unlikely that this will 
he done, however, as the board will 
be content to permit the jtidp^e to 
retain the fees for his services in 
civil matters. Just 
how much this 
will add to the work of the county 
judge is unknown but the law is pop­ 
ular with every lawyer in the coun­ 
ty and’ it is probable that all law­ 
yers will commence all eases of which 
it has jurisdiction, in the 
county 
court. 
The law contains a provision 
that if it suits the Convenience of the 
parties and of the county judge, any 
case brought into county court may 
be heard at Tomah.

ROME, June 2.— Hundreds 01 telegrams and cablegrams from all 
over the world poured into the vatican today, congratulating His Ho­ 
liness, Pope Piux X upon his 78th birthday. 
The occasion was cele­ 
brated as of triple significance, marking the pontiff’s birthday, al­ 
most the close of his tenth year a's pope, and his complete recovery 
from his recent illness. 
^ 
The messages came from almost every crowned head and ruler 
in the world and from all the church dignitaries, besides many lay­ 
men. 
All day long a procession of prelates, royal messengers and 
diplomats accredited to the vatican entered and left the big gates, 
carrying their congratulations to the holy father. 
His physicians al­ 
lowed him to receive only a part or his visitors, the pope being still 
easily fatigued as the result of his sickness, but his sisters and Car­ 
dinal Merry del Val received all comers. 
All the day the white and go Id pontifical flags waved from ev­ 
ery staff of the vatican and the Swiss guards wore their dress uni­ 
forms. 
In the forenoon the guards band gave a concert in the San 
Damasco courtyard. 
Pope Pius sat at a window above them through 
almost the entire program and when he arose to leave, he waved 
down a benediction on the players. 
The excellent health of the pope today reminded the supersti­ 
tious in Rome that when on Angust 9 he completes his tenth year as 
pontiff, Pope Pius will have broken the spell in which the number 
nine has heretofore held his life. 
He served nine years as curate, 
nine years as village priest, nine years as chancellor of the diocese, 
nine years as bishop and nine years as cardinal and patriarch of Ven­ 
ice. 
Some believe that since Pope Pius finally stretched his tenure 
over he fateful nine years he will be pope another nine years be­ 
fore he dies.
